Call  for  Harmony 

All  motor  manufacturers,  car  distributors,  tyre  manufac¬ 
turers  and  the  Motor  Agents’  Association  are  invited  to 
read  the  article  “Take  up  the  Cudgels  Yourself, 
Mr.  Garagist’’  which  is  printed  on  the  following  pages.  Written 
by  a  member  of  the  retail  motor  trade  who  is  proud  of  his 
trade  and  anxious  to  see  it  working  harmoniously  and  efficiently, 
the  article  urges  smaller  retailers  to  get  together  to  resist 
“dictatorship.” 

The  article  should  not  be  taken  lightly.  It  has  been  written 
with  sincerity  and,  in  “The  G.  and  M.A.’s”  view,  does  not  paint 
an  exaggerated  picture.  Indeed,  it  represents  the  toned-down 
views  of  a  very  large  number  of  men  in  the  retail  trade  today. 
We  say  “toned  down”  because  these  opinions  are  being  expressed 
in  much  more  forceful  terms  in  conversation  throughout  the 
trade,  and  are  growing  steadily  more  insistent. 

Our  purpose  in  printing  the  article  is  not,  of  course,  to 
promote  discord  between  the  factory  and  the  garage — between 
the  distributor  and  the  dealer.  Far  from  it.  “The  G.  and  M.A.’s” 
policy  has  always  been  to  show  that  the  interests  of  “big”  and 
“small”  units  in  the  industry  are  identical,  and  that 
co-operation  and  mutual  effort  are  essential  for  the  good  of  all. 
The  article  should  therefore  be  read  in  that  light — as  an 
honest  expression  of  the  feelings  of  a  large  body  of  men  who 
naturally  want  a  voice  to  speak  for  them. 

The  motor  industry  is  a  fine  industry.  Despite  its  meteoric 
rise  and  development  it  has  enjoyed  internal  harmony  that 
not  all  other  Industries  can  equal.  It  is  obviously  vital  for  the 
welfare  of  all  in  it  that  that  harmony  should  be  preserved. 
“The  G.  and  M.A.”  suggests,  therefore,  that  action  should  be 
taken  now  to  make  it  unnecessary  for  some  members  of 
the  industry  to  “fight  for  their  rights.”  A  special  committee 
of  inquiry  of  manufacturers,  distributors, 
dealers  and  repairers  should  be  set  up,  with 
terms  of  reference  based  on  the  article  in 
this  issue.

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^^Take  up 

Under  heavy  attack 

HE  trading  policies  of  car,  tyre 
and  other  manufacturers,  as  well 
as  many  vehicle  distributors,  are 
giving  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  concern 
to  garagists  throughout  the  country. 
There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the 
small  retailer  and  repairer  is  under 
heavy  attack  from  his  larger  brethren. 

The  working  garagist  is  the  back¬ 
bone  of  our  trade  and  perhaps  the 
finest  example  of  striving  private 
enterprise  anywhere.  Yet,  in  the 
opinion  of  many,  he  is  being  forced 
out  of  the  market  for  lucrative  busi¬ 
ness. 

There  will,  of  course,  be  cries  of  pro¬ 
test  at  this  statement  from  the  main 
agents,  the  motor  manufacturers  and 
others  controlling  various  essential 
supplies,  but  the  truth  is  plain  for  all 
to  see.  If  the  garagist  does  not  soon 
exert  himself  to  protect  his  existing 
rights,  he  may  before  long  be  incapable 
of  earning  a  fair  reward  for  his  enter¬ 
prise. 

Of  course,  one  cannot  say  that  it  is 
the  deliberate  intention  of,  shall  we

say,  car  manufacturers  as  a  whole  to 
squeeze  the  small  retailer  out  of  the 
new-car  business,  or  suggest  that  all 
tyre  manufacturers  have  so  framed 
their  policies  to  encourage  the  repairer 
to  go  to  the  tyre  shops.  Similarly  it 
is  not  possible  to  accuse  all  distributors 
of  discriminating  between  deliveries 
to  their  own  customers  and  those  of 
the  small  man.  But  results  speak  for 
themselves  in  some  cases. 

Let  us  take  a  few  instances.  Though 
many  will  hotly  deny  this,  many  large 
distributors  still  let  their  dealers  have 
only  a  small  proportion  of  the  new  cars 
which  are  readily  saleable.  Retail 
dealers  in  a  small  way  lose  a  large 
proportion  of  their  customers  to  the 
main  agents  because  there  they  can 
get  immediate  delivery.  This  is  a  fact 


the  Cudgels 

Our  contributor  urges  the  smaller 
fair  trading  and 


as  many  a  retailer  will  step  forward  to 
prove.  Over  the  last  seven  years  many 
distributors  have  treated  their  retail 
dealers  and  non-stocking  trade  asso¬ 
ciates  very  shabbily. 

Fair  treatment  the  exception 

Of  course,  there  are  shining 
examples  of  fair  treatment,  but  they 
are  exceptions.  For  every  case  where 
a  distributor  would  be  prepared  to 
show  his  allocations  with  pride  there 
are  dozens  who  would  hide  their 
records  in  shame.  In  support  of  this, 
how  many  times  do  we  hear  of  argu¬ 
ments  going  on  about  deliveries,  and 
of  complaints  of  unfair  discrimination 
never  being  settled?  An  open  book  for 
all  to  see  would  go  a  long  way  to  eas¬ 
ing  the  discontent. 

It  is  a  generally  accepted  belief  that 
a  very  much  larger  proportion  of  the 
car-buying  public  go  to  distributors 
direct  nowadays  than  before  the  war, 
and  this  fact  cannot  be  genuinely  ex¬ 
plained  by  quoting  the  old  story  about 
“greater  efficiency  and  better  service.” 
No,  the  customer  has  transferred 
because  his  new  car  came  along 
quicker,  and  there  was  money  in  get¬ 
ting  something  in  short  supply. 

Encouraged  not  to  stock 

There  has  been  an  outcry  in  the  trade 
over  the  last  few  years  about  the  vast 
increase  in  the  number  of  tyre  shops 
and,  here  again,  the  public  is  going  to 
them  more  and  more,  rather  than  to 
the  garage  on  the  corner.  Whatever 
the  reasons  may  be,  and  perhaps  the 
garage  itself  is  to  blame  for  some, 
some  tyre  manufacturers  have  en¬ 
couraged  by  their  policies  the 
expansion  of  this  form  of  trading. 

The  latest  proposals  put  forward 
seem  to  be  intent  on  encouraging  the 
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Yourself^  Mr.  Garagist 


men  to  fight  for  their  rights  of 
equal  opportunity 


garagist  not  to  stock,  but  rather  to 
buy  from  the  bigger  supplier  who  is 
invariably  a  tyre  shop  or  vehicle  dis¬ 
tributor.  It  would  be  interesting 
indeed  to  know  how  many  small 
garagists  now  deal  direct  with  the 
manufacturers. 

Can  anyone  imagine  that  a  trader 
with  a  tyre  turnover  of  say  £500  on 
all  makes  would  enter  into  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  each  of  those  manufac¬ 
turers,  getting  incentive  or  additional 
rebates  on  a  low  scale,  when  he  can 
go  to  a  tyre  distributor  and  get  an 
additional  rebate  applicable  to  his 
total  turnover  on  a  much  higher  scale 
on  all  his  purchases? 

What  of  the  future? 

The  result  is  that  our  friend  in  the 
garage  on  the  corner  does  not  now 
stock  tyres  to  any  extent  but  buys 
from  the  nearest  tyre  shop.  What  the 
position  will  be  in  years  to  come  is 
open  to  opinion,  but  many  believe  that 


the  discount  to  the  garagist  will  ulti¬ 
mately  be  reduced,  and  the  tyre  manu¬ 
facturers  will  justify  their  action  by 
quoting  the  low  turnover  figures. 

As  for  the  car  manufacturer,  com¬ 
pared  with,  say,  1938,  his  efforts  to 
help  the  small  dealer  have  been  poor 
indeed.  In  some  cases  the  treatment 
has  been  deplorable.  Stocking  obliga¬ 
tions  and  minimum  purchases  during 
the  trading  year  seem  to  have  in¬ 
creased,  but  discounts  have  remained 
the  same,  in  many  cases  lowered. 

Auction  sale  infiltration 

Before  the  war,  a  trader  need  invest 
only  a  few  hundred  pounds  in  new 
stock  cars,  but  nowadays  the  figure  is 
fantastic.  Perhaps  seven  or  eight 
times  as  much  capital  is  required  to 
carry  on.  But  the  garagist  has  not 
increased  his  capital  by  that  amount. 

Dealerships  are  being  given  up,  with 
consequent  more  trade  for  the  distri¬ 
butor.  And  so.  garagists  are  losing 
slowly  but  surely  their  customers  to 
the  large  concerns.  It  seems  also  that 
the  majority  of  distributors  will  not 
play  with  the  customers’  used  vehicle, 
which  ends  up  in  an  auction  sale —

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another  form  of  serious  infiltration 
into  the  trade.  From  circumstances 
apparent  to  all,  the  garagist  believes 
that  after  allowances  on  used  vehicles 
have  been  made  on  an  uneconomic 
basis,  the  vehicle  is  put  in  the  sale  to 
fetch  the  best  price,  the  high  discount 
on  the  new  vehicle  more  than  cover¬ 
ing  any  possible  loss. 

Not  a  conspiracy 

Let  it  be  clearly  understood  that  all 
distributors  and  manufacturers  are  not 
tarred  with  the  same  brush  and  that 
this  big  squeeze  is  not  a  conspiracy. 
But  the  trend  of  events  is  now  getting 
obvious,  and  garagists  everywhere 
must  wake  up  to  the  gradual  whittling 
away  of  their  rights,  or  they  will  soon 
find  themselves  in  a  class  apart, 
entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the  “big  boys.’’ 

The  success  of  the  motor  trade  in 
the  past  has  been  due  to  many  factors, 
one  of  the  most  important  of  which 
has  been  the  integrity  and  fine  service 
given  by  the  small  man,  the  garage  on 
the  corner,  the  retailer— call  him  what 
you  will.  He  forms  the  solid  base  of 
the  whole  of  this  country’s  car  distri¬ 
bution  set-up  in  its  widest  sense,  and 
his  combined  strength  is  overwhelm¬ 
ing.  Unfortunately,  he  is  very  poor 
in  means  of  expressing  his  opinions 
and  demands  clearly  and  forcibly. 

At  this  point,  someone  is  bound  to 
reply,  “What  about  the  Motor  Agents’ 
Association?’’  and  follow  that  up  with 
a  reasoned  argument  that  i/  he  was 
anxious  enough  to  make  himself  heard. 


here  was  the  opportunity,  and  if  he 
did  not  like  the  efforts  the  association 
was  making,  he  had  his  vote  and  could 
change  all  the  representatives  con¬ 
cerned! 

Yes,  we  have  the  M.A.A.,  and  what 
they  do  they  do  reasonably  well.  But 
do  they  at  this  moment  represent  the 
garagist  or  the  distributors?  Whether 
the  rank  and  file  are  to  blame  or  not, 
is  there  any  justification  in  the  small 
man’s  complaint  that  this  organisation 
is  really  a  Main  Agents’  Association? 

Growing  feeling  of  inferiority 

One  can  imagine  main  agents  every¬ 
where  contending  that  this  is  down¬ 
right  ingratitude  for  all  they  have 
done  and  are  doing  for  the  men  who 
won’t  attend  to  their  own  affairs. 
Perhaps  the  garagist  is  slack  in  com¬ 
ing  along,  but  whereas  it  is  very  easy 
for  the  manager  or  director  of  a  large 
firm  to  give  up  an  afternoon  to  talking, 
it  is  not  so  easy  for  someone  whose 
business  needs  him  present  literally 
all  of  the  time.  Besides  which,  busi¬ 
ness  lost  on  that  afternoon  is  profit 
lost  to  him  personally,  not  to  his 
employer. 

That  there  are  forthright  champions 
of  the  small  trader  at  the  meetings, 
who  fight  valiantly  for  the  rights  of 
those  absent  is  freely  admitted,  and 
not  enough  appreciation  of  their 
efforts  is  shown  by  the  garagist  who 
does  not  attend. 

Nevertheless,  the  average  trader  has 
a  feeling  that  what  he  gets  for  his 
subscription  isn’t 
enough,  and  he 
knows  by  instinct 
that  in  comparison

The  result  of  all  these  perhaps  un¬ 
intentional  attacks  upon  his  trading 
rights  appears  to  be  a  growing  feeling 
of  inferiority  in  the  garagist.  He  is 
coming  to  believe  that  his  middle 
name  is  “Dogsbody,”  kicked  around  by 
customer  and  car  manufacturer,  fair 
game  for  all  and  sundry.  If  any 
member  of  the  motor  trade  would 


study  the  position  of  the  small  work¬ 
ing  garagist  quite  impartially,  it  is 
believed  he  would  agree  that  there  is 
quite  a  lot  of  heavy-handed  dictator¬ 
ship  going  on. 

The  cynic  will  say  that  all  this  is 
true,  but  that  he  deserves  it  all!  Right 
then,  Mr.  Garagist,  take  up  the  cudgels 
yourself!  Fight  for  your  rights  of  fair 
trading  and  equal  opportunity!  Resist 
all  this  infiltration,  and  join  together 
in  strength  to  defy  dictatorship. 


To  Encourage  the  Inventor 

Manufacturer's  plan  to  remove  frustration  by  providing 
quick  and  cheap  preliminary  protection” 


Applications  lessening 

HE  chairman  of  a  manufactur¬ 
ing  group  has  sent  the  Govern¬ 
ment  a  memorandum  about 
inventions.  Pointing  out  that  the 
official  figures  show  that  the  number 
of  applications  for  patents  in  this 
country  is  steadily  declining  (the 
annual  rate  has  fallen  by  some  6,000 
since  pre-war)  he  declares  that  “hun¬ 
dreds  of  new  ideas  are  lost  because 
inventors,  especially  among  the 
artisan  class,  are  frustrated” — in  the 
first  place  by  the  cost  of  taking  out 
registration,  and  in  the  next  by  red 
tape  at  the  Patent  Office. 

So.  “as  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
inventive  ability  of  our  people  is  one 
of  this  country’s  greatest  assets,”  he 
suggests  this  plan: — 

Committee  for  each  industry 

Make  available  at  all  post  offices 
forms  of  the  value  of,  say,  5s..  which, 
on  being  filled  up  and  filed,  would  give 
applicants  “preliminary  protection” 
for  their  ideas.  Next,  each  industry 
would  be  asked  to  form  within  its 
ranks  a  committee  of  three,  with  an 
independent  chairman,  which  would 
examine  all  the  specifications  that  had 
been  put  forward. 

So.  all  persons  with  new  ideas  for 
particular  industries  would,  no  matter 


how  small  their  means,  be  able  to 
obtain  prompt  advice  and  assistance 
on  questions  of  practicality,  cost,  com¬ 
mercial  possibilities,  market  outlook, 
and  so  on.  Each  committee  would  be 
enabled  to  recommend  really  good 
ideas  to  firms  within  their  field. 

There  may  be  practical  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  launching  a  scheme  of 
this  kind  precisely:  but  certainly  the 
idea  behind  it  should  be  carefully 
considered. — M.H.

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M.P.  Alleges  Sparking 


Agreed  without  division 

‘6  "y  S  this  the  shape  of  things  to 
I  come?”  was  the  question  running 
around  the  motor  industry  last 
week  when  it  was  learned  that  Mr. 
Michael  Foot  (Socialist  M.P.  for 
Devonport)  had  tabled  a  Bill  to  reduce 
the  retail  price  of  sparking  plugs. 

On  Wednesday  of  this  week  leave 
was  given  without  a  division  to  Mr. 
Foot  to  bring  in  the  Price  Control 
(No.  2)  Bill  after  he  had  introduced  it 
in  a  speech  in  which  he  made  allega¬ 
tions  of  a  “racket”  resulting  in  “gross 
overcharging.”  and  referred  to  the 
B.M.T.A.  as  “this  Star  Chamber.” 

Here  are  the  main  points  from  Mr. 
Foot’s  remarks: — 

‘•The  subject  with  which  I  sliall  deal  in 
the  Kill  concerns  not  only  a  iiuestlon  of 
gross  overcliarging  Init  also  a  significant 
issue  of  individual  freedom.  Between  the 
dates  of  October  3  and  November  10 
of  lafit  year  a  series  of  advertisements 
appeared  in  the  Manchester  newspapers 
advertising  a  number  of  motor  car  acces¬ 
sories,  and  these  accessories  were  adver¬ 
tised  for  sale  at  prices  well  below  the  normal 
prices  charged. 

Acicessories,  too 

“Some  of  the  accessories  involved  were 
.sparking  plugs,  anti-freeze  mixture,  tyres 
and  such  other  commodities,  and  If  this 
Itill,  dealing  with  sparking  plugs,  receives 
the  reception  wiiich  I  hope  it  will,  tlien 
the  oilier  matters  can  perhaps  he  dealt 
with  later.  The.se  advertisements  were 
placed  in  the  Manchester  newspapers  by  a 
Mr.  Geoffrey  Oliver  Symes,  who  is  managing- 
director  of  a  Manche.ster  company  known 
as  the  Vollmax  Battery  Co. 

"He  had  placed  these  advertisements 
with  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  his  business. 
His  business,  as  regards  sparking  plugs,  is 
roughly  as  follows.  The  normal  price 
charge<£  lor  .sparking  plugs  oVer-the  country 
is  5s.  of  5s.,  6d.  each.  Mr.  Symes  was  adver¬ 
tising  sparking  plugs  which  he  sold  at  3s.  6d. 
or  3s.  9d.  These  same  sparking  plugs  were 
sold  to  the  garages  and  distributors  some¬ 
times  at  3s.  and  sometimes  at  2s.  104d. 
According  to  Mr.  Symes,  however,  the  manu¬ 
facturing  cost  of  the  .sparking  plug  is

.somewhere  in  the  region  of  9d.  or  9 id.  In 
any  ca.se,  the  offer  made  in  the  advertise¬ 
ment  was  3s.  6d.  or  3s.  9d.  for  sparking  plugs 
which  normally  cost  5s.  or  5s.  6d. 


Letter  from  B.M.T.A. 

“What  has  happened  since?  Within  a  few 
weeks,  Mr.  Symes  received  a  letter  from  the 
British  Motor  Trade  Association.  It  was  a 
registered  letter,  and  Mr.  Symes  says  that 
it  looked  very  much  like  a  summons.  I  will 
quote  to  the  House  a  sentence  or  two  from 
the  letter  which  he  received  from  the  British 
Motor  Trade  Association.  The  letter  said : — 

"  ‘We  have  to  inform  you  that  facts  have 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  with  which  your  name  is  associated 
and  which  will  be  brought  before  the  price 
protection  committee  or  adjudicator.  Your 
attendance  is  invited.  We  would  warn  you. 
however,  that  should  you  not  attend  the 
matter  will  be  inquired  into  in  your  absence 
and  such  action  decided  upon  as  deemed 
proper.’ 

“Mr.  Symes  is  not  a  member  of  the  Motor 
Trade  A.s.soclation  or  any  body  associated 
with  it,  but  he  decided  to  accept  this 
courteous  invitation,  and  he  came  to  Lon¬ 
don.  at  considerable  expense  to  hlm.self, 
in  order  to  appear  before  this  committee. 
Not  only  did  Mr.  Symes  present  himself 
before  the  committee,  but  reporters  from 
seven  national  newspapers  went  along  with 
him.  Mr.  Symes  was  admitted  to  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  committee,  but  the  seven 
reporters  were  excluded. 


Told  the  daily  Press 

“After  the  proceedings  had  taken  place, 
a  spokesman  of  the  British  Motor  Trade 
Association  stated  that  no  statement  could 
be  l.s.sued  on  the  proceedings  that  had  tsken 
place  owing  to  the  risk  of  ’.cgal  action. 
Fortunately,  Mr.  Symes  was  able  to  give  his 
account  of  what  happened  at  these  p-oceed- 
Ings.  He  was  brought  before  the  adjudicator, 
a  certain  Sir  Grattan  Bushe,  and  the 
adjudicator,  according  to  Mr.  Symes,  asked 
him  the  simple  question  whether  he  would, 
in  future,  give  an  undertaking  that  he 
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ise  in  Mr.  Michael  M.  Fool’s 
fleecing  of  motorists”

would  only  sell  his  sparking  plugs  and  other 
commodities  at  the  price  fixed  by  the  ring. 

“Mr.  Symes  replied  that  he  would  not 
do  so,  as  he  would  regard  that  as  a  betrayal 
of  faith  with  his  customers,  whereupon  the 
adjudicator  came  to  hLs  Judicial  decision 
and  decided,  strangely  enough,  in  favour  of 
the  Motor  Trade  Association.  He  informed 
Mr.  Symes  that  there  was  no  other  course 
open  to  the  adjudicator  except  to  place 
Mr.  Symes  on  the  ‘.stop  list,’  which  meant 
that  every  effort  would  be  made  by  other 
members  of  the  association  to  prevent  Mr. 
Symes  from  receiving  commodities  from 
members  of  the  association. 


“Well-contrived  tyranny” 

“l'4»rt  niiately,  I  am  glail  to  say.  .Mr.  Symes 
lias  not  been  put  out  of  business  liy  tins 
well-eoiitrlved  piece  of  tyranny  ulthoiigli 
I'learly,  from  the  action  of  tbe  a(l.iiulicator. 
that  was  tbe  whole  purpose  of  tbe  opera¬ 
tion.  However,  Mr.  Symes  has  not  been 
put  out  of  busine.ss.  He  is  continuing  his 
fight  against  the  ring,  and  I  hope  that  tbe 
\ote  of  this  House  of  t'oinmons  today  will 
encourage  biin  in  bis  endeavours.  Hut  I 
sbould  like  to  ask  whether  it  is  proper  that 
this  Star  Chamber  should  he  allowed  to 
continue.  We  have  the  right  to  ask  whether 
it  is  proper  that  motorists  should  be  fleeced 
and  honest  men  like  .Mr.  Symes  he  put  in 
.liHipardy,  or  possible  j«‘Opardy,  of  their  live¬ 
lihood  because  we  refuse  to  act. 

“Mr.  Symes,  along  with  a  few  others,  has 
in  recent  years  been  fighting  a  ring  com- 
pased  of  four  main  firms  which  have  held 
pretty  well  a  monopoly  position  in  this 
industry  for  something  like  25  years.  The 
figures  are,  so  far  as  we  can  discover  them 
up  to  date,  that  something  like  90  iier  cent, 
of  all  sparking  plugs  sold  in  this  country 
are  sold  at  the  ring  prices  and,  therefore, 
the  small  men  fighting  the  ring  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  make  very  great  headway, 
although  they  are  certainly  manufacturing 
sparking  plugs  well  below  the  price  fixed 
by  the  ring. 

“It  may  be  said:  Why  not  leave  the  whole 
of  this  matter  to  the  Monopolies  Commi.s- 
sion?  They  were  appointed  to  deal  with

this  sort  of  subject.  I  understand  that 
the  Monopolies  Commi.ssion  has  made  .some 
investigation  into  these  cases,  but  it  has 
been  agreed  on  all  sides  of  the  Hou.se  that 
the  procedure  of  the  Monopolies  CommLs- 
sion  is  notoriously  slow,  and  although  the 
members  of  the  Monopolies  CommLssion  are 
undoubtedly  trying  to  discharge  their  func¬ 
tions  as  well  as  they  can,  they  have  an 
enormous  accumulation  of  cases  to  deal 
with.  But  this  is  a  clear  ca.se  that  could 
be  dealt  with  immediately. 

Help  for  Monopolies  Commission 

“Since  I  gave  notice  that  I  would  intro¬ 
duce  this  Bill,  I  have  received  informa¬ 
tion  from  one  of  the  small  firms  fighting 
the  ring,  the  Wico-Pacy  firm  of  Bletchley, 
which  produces  sparking  plugs  at  3.s.  6d. 
and  sells  them  at  the  same  price  as  Mr. 
Symes  was  attempting  to  sell  his  sparking 
plugs.  I  hope  that  through  this  Bill  we 
may  a.s.si.st  the  Monopolies  Commission  and 
make  it  work  a  bit  faster,  and  indeed  that 
we  shall  relieve  it  and  enable  it  to  get 
on  with  many  of  the  other  monopolies  into 
which  it  has  to  inquire. 

“Well,  here  Ls  a  small  beginning,  and  I 
hope  that  the  Government  will  give  their 
support  to  this  Measure  through  all  its 
stages.  In  conclusion.  I  .should  like  to 
quote  one  other  sentence  from  Mr.  Symes. 
Mr.  Symes  said  that  in  his  view  these  prlce- 
lixiiig  arraiigeiiieiits  are  ‘a  racket  through 
and  through.’  I  ask  the  House  of  f'oinnions 
to  agree  with  him. 

"No  specific  price  ring” 

Mr.  William  Shepherd  (Cheadle).  oppas- 
ing  the  Bill,  said,  “Roughly  20  million  are 
sold  Inside  this  country  and  20  million 
outside.  It  is  true  that  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  manufacturing  cost  and  the  sell¬ 
ing  price  is  quite  considerable.  If  I  may. 
I  will  try  to  give  the  House  what  I  think 
is  the  difference  between  those  figures. 
Roughly  speaking,  the  cost  of  production 
appears  to  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Is.  6d..  and  the  selling  price,  as  hon.  Mem¬ 
bers  know,  varies  from  3s.  6d.  to  5s.  6d. 
It  is  not.  of  course,  true  to  say  that  there 
Ls  in  this  business  a  specific  price  ring. 
It  is  not  true  to  say  that.  (Hon.  Members: 
“Oh.”)  One  can  buy  sparking  plugs  either 
at  3s.  6d.,  5s.  or  5s.  6d.  Therefore,  I  fee’ 
that  it  cannot  be  truthfully  said  that  there 
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is  a  price  ring,  and  I  am  assured  there  is 
no  agreement  among  manufacturers. 

"In  moving  his  Motion,  the  hon.  Member 
for  Devonport  has  referred  to  one  firm, 
Messrs.  Wico-Pacy,  and  I  understand  that 
the  sales  of  their  plugs  in  this  country  at 
a  price  of  3s.  6d.  run  into  seven  figures. 
Therefore,  it  is  clear  that  the  public  has 
a  choice  of  buying  sparking  plugs  either 
at  3s.  6d.,  5s.  or  5s.  6d. 

“The  issue  to  which  the  hon.  Member 
has  directed  our  attention  and  the  one 
which  I  wish  to  put  specifically  before  the 
House  is  the  method  of  compelling  people 
to  .sell  goods  at  a  specific  price.  I  agree 
with  the  hon.  Gentleman  wholeheartedly 
that  it  is  not  a  desirable  thing,  and  my 
right  hon.  Friend  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  has  taken  action  which 


indicates  that  he  feels  there  is  cause  for 
concern  on  this  issue. 

“It  is  not  true  to  say  that  the  method 
of  selling  adopted  by  the  sparking  plug 
manufacturers  is  limited  only  to  sparking 
plugs.  A  K«M>iI  deal  of  the  eritieisni  which 
the  hon.  Member  has  directed  against  the 
makers  of  sparking  pings  couid  he  directed 
against  the  makers  of  a  number  of  acces* 
sories  in  tiie  nnUor  <-ar  field.  Tiierefore,  I 
do  not  think  it  would  be  a  go(»d  thing  to 
arrive  at  a  state  of  affairs  In  this  country 
wliere,  l>y  .\ct  of  Parliament,  a  pra«‘tlce  was 
legal  for  one  manufacturer  and  illegal  for 
another.” 

The  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  brought  in 
by  Mr.  Foot,  Sir  Richard  Acland.  Mr.  Ian 
Mikardo,  Miss  Jennie  Lee.

Proper  Repair  Bill  IMot  Rendered 

So  Judge  refuses  costs  for  London  garagist 


Quality  of  work  disputed 

ENNETH  QUINN,  of  Quinn’s  Motors, 
Upper  Richmond  Road,  London, 
brought  an  action  at  Wandsworth 
County  Court  against  Mr.  A.  C.  Stevens, 
Junction  Road,  Ashford,  Middx,  for  an 
account  due  to  him  for  work  done  to  a  car. 

Judge  T.  Elder  Jones  gave  him  judgment 
for  £12.  but  refused  to  make  an  order  for 
costs  because  a  proper  bill  for  the  amount 
claimed  had  never  been  rendered  to  the 
defendant. 

Plaintiff's  case  was  that  Mr.  Stevens,  a 
builder  with  whom  he  was  friendly,  pur¬ 
chased  a  car  from  him.  Later,  he  said  the 
oil  consumption  was  abnormally  high,  and 
he  thought  he  would  have  to  have  a  new 
engine 

Mr.  Quinn  said  he  told  Mr.  Stevens  that 
he  would  try  to  save  him  the  cost  of  a 
new  engine  by  doing  work  to  the  present 
one.  and  would  only  charge  him  the  trade 
cost.  Defendant  agreed  to  this  and  the 
work  was  done.  The  account,  however,  had 
never  been  settled. 

Cross-examined,  Mr.  Quinn  strenuously 
denied  that  defendant  had  ever  complained 
to  him  that  the  work  was  not  satisfactory. 
There  was  an  admission  by  the  plaintiff’s 
counsel  that  an  account  had  never  been 
.sent  to  Mr.  Stevens. 

Defendant’s  ease  was  that  after  buying 
the  ear,  .>lr.  Qninn  kept  him  waiting  for 
the  log  hook  and,  when  he  eventually  got 
it.  he  saw  that  the  csir  was  a  1916  model 


and  not  a  1947  one  as  .Mr.  Quinn  liad  repre¬ 
sented  It  to  he. 

He  subsequently  told  Mr.  Quinn  that  the 
car  was  burning  too  much  oil  and  the 
plaintiff  offered  to  put  this  right.  The 
agreement  between  them  was  that  if  the 
job  was  not  satisfactory  he  need  not  pay. 

Replying  to  coun.sel  for  the  plaintiff.  Mr. 
Stevens  wa.s  adamant  that  the  work  done 
to  his  car  was  no  good  and  he  had  told 
Mr.  Quinn  this. 

“Evidence  not  satisfactory” 

Giving  judgment  for  the  £12  claimed. 
Judge  Elder  Jones  .said  it  was  a  case  in 
which  there  was  really  no  evidence.  It 
appeared  that  the  court  was  either  trying 
a  breach  of  warranty  that  in  selling  the 
car.  the  plaintiff  represented  that  it  was 
a  1947  model  when  it  was,  in  fact,  a  1946 
one.  or  else  the  i.ssue  was  whether  work 
agreed  to  be  done  was  actually  done. 

It  had  been  put  by  the  defence  that  there 
was  an  agreement  whereby  if  the  work 
done  to  the  car  was  not  satisfactory,  there 
would  be  no  payment. 

“I  do  not  believe  there  was  such  an 
agreement,”  said  the  judge.  “I  do  not 
believe  Mr.  Quinn  made  a  representation 
about  .selling  the  car  in  the  first  place — the 
evidence  is  not  satisfactory  about  that.” 

Application  for  costs  was  refused,  the 
Judge  ruling  that  if  Mr.  Quinn  had  ren¬ 
dered  a  proper  account  a  lot  of  litigation 
may  have  been  spared.

S.M.T.A.  President’s  appeal  at  Edinburgh  Centre  dinner 
for  better  educational  facilities 


Executives  not  being  replaced 

is  almost  a  complete  lack  of 
I  people  to  follow  on  thase  who  are 
retiring  month  by  month.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  executives  and  people  in  managerial 
posts  diminishes  each  week,  and  there  is 
no  proper  flow  of  properly-trained  people 
to  take  their  places.  As  an  association  we 
will  do  anything  we  can  to  encourage  the 
young  people,  and  will  put  forward  addi¬ 
tional  facilities  in  any  area  where  these 
are  not  at  present  available." 

In  these  words  President  Kobert  .\nder- 
son.  of  the  Scottish  Motor  Trade  A.ssocia- 
tion,  stressed  the  great  importance  attached 
to  the  training  of  youth  in  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry  when  he  spoke  at  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Edinburgh  and  District  Centre  of 
the  as.sociation  held  in  Edinburgh  last  week. 
He  was  replying  to  the  toast  of  the  "ScottLsh 
Motor  Trade.”  proposed  by  Professor  Walter 
Mercer,  President  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons.  Edinburgh. 

Retain  traditional  principles 

For  the  training  of  youth,  he  went  on. 
the  motor  industry  had  facilities  in  various 
parts  of  the  country — some  excellent,  some 
very  good,  and  others  terrible.  While  some 
of  the  "very  good”  were  overtaxed,  otliers 
were  not  heing  used  to  anything  like  their 
eapaeity. 


Mr.  Anderson  opened  his  speech  by  stat¬ 
ing  that  at  the  moment  the  industry  had 
.some  fairly  substantial  problems  facing  It. 
It  seemed  to  him  what  they  needed  at  the 
present  time  more  than  anything  else  was 
the  determination  to  retain  the  principles 
on  which  they  had  built  up  their  industry- 
to  its  present  substantial  proportions. 

"Don’t  let  us  be  diverted  into  flndlng  any 
easy  methods  of  keeping  up  substantial 
volume  of  sales  of  new  vehicles  which  we 
have  enjoyed  over  the.se  past  years. 

"Tiiere  is  <mly  one  way  we  r-an  keep  busi¬ 
ness  so  tliat  it  will  be  any  good  to  us— -of 
any  permanent  use.  That  is  by  exercising 
salesmaiisliip,  salesmanship  of  the  proper 
kind,"  continued  Mr.  Anderson. 

Assume  the  responsibility 

Also  in  their  Industry  there  was  another 
element,  a  fairly  substantial  one.  Part  of 
that  element  consisted  of  newcomers,  and 
another  part  of  younger  people  who  had 
come  in.  and  who  quite  frankly  did  not 
know  anything  about  selling  cars  at  all. 
“We  will  face  tiie  future  witli  determination 
that  our  salesmanship  will  be  the  right 
kind.” 

"Let  them  a.s.sume  their  responsibility  to 
the  manufacturer.  Let  them  realise  that 
he  (the  manufacturer)  cannot  turn  on  the 
tap  and  then  next  week  expect  him  to  turn 
If  off  when  orders 
dropped. 

They  must  give  the 
manufacturer  the  In¬ 
formation  he  needed 
to  enable  him  to  plan

GERMANY  CAPTURING  DANISH 
CAR  MARKET 

During  the  first  11  months  of  1953,  50.16 
per  cent,  of  the  Danish  passenger  car  im- 
IKirts  were  from  Germany.  Britain  occu¬ 
pied  the  second  position  with  39.68  per  cent 
of  the  market,  followed  by  France  with  4.12 
per  cent.,  the  United  States,  with  2.36  per 
cent.,  Italy,  with  1.81  per  cent..  Sweden, 
with  1.49  per  cent.,  and  Czechoslovakia,  with 
0.28  per  cent. 

As  far  as  lorries  were  concerned,  however, 
Britain  still  held  the  major  share  of  the 
market,  though  the  figures  .showed  a  decline 
toward  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the 
flr.st  11  months  of  1953  66.82  per  cent,  of 
lorries  imported  into  Denmark  were  British. 
In  November,  however,  the  figure  declined 
to  61.17  per  cent, 

Germany,  on  the  other  hand,  registered 
an  Increase  in  lorry  exports  to  Denmark 
toward  the  end  of  the  year.  In  November, 
Germany  held  28.52  per  cent,  of  the  market, 
compared  with  23.07  per  cent,  over  the 
first  11  months  of  the  year. — B.U.P.

t4^-|->HOROUGHLY  well  deserved  and 
I  earned,”  sums  up  the  views  of  the

in  this  victory.  Therefore  the  manufac¬ 
turers  of  the  disc  brakes,  the  Dunlop 
Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  specifically  associated 
with  the  award. 

The  announcement  of  the  result  was  made 
by  II.  K.  <i.  Harvey  <hon.  Secretary  of  the 
award  panel),  and  at  the  .same  time  four 
Trumpeters  of  the  Royal  Horse  Guards 
sounded  a  fanfare  and  a  model  of  the 
Le  Mans  winning  car  appeared  in  a  gilt 
frame  on  the  platform. 

Managing  Director  William  Smith,  of 
Ferodo,  Ltd.,  stressed  the  vital  importance 
of  the  .sport  of  motor  racing  to  British  com¬ 
mercial  prestige,  and  said  that  It  was  an 
essential  addition  to  all  scientific  tests.  The 


Ferodo  Trophy  was  intended  to  be  an  incen¬ 
tive  to  British  motor  car  manufacturers  to 
continue  the  .struggle  for  supremacy  in 
motor  racing. 

Mr.  Lyons,  accepting  the  trophy,  expressed 
thanks  to  Ferodo.  Ltd.  for  their  generosity 
in  presenting  the  award  which,  he  felt  sure, 
would  inspire  the  highest  aims.  He  paid 
tribute  to  the  drivers  of  the  cars,  and  voiced 
his  appreciation  and  thanks  to  everyone  in 
the  Jaguar  Organisation  from  Mr.  Heynes. 
the  Technical  Director,  and  his  team  of 
engineers  downwards  for  the  parts  they  had 
played  in  upholding  British  prestige. 

Compulsory  testing? 

Mr.  Hugh  Molson.  M.P.,  Parliamentary 
Secretary.  Mini.stry  of  Transport  and  Civil 
Aviation,  who  also  spoke,  expre.s.sed  his 
pleasure  at  the  development  of  the  disc 
brake  which  had  contributed  to  the  success 
of  the  Jaguar  cars,  and  added: — 

"Tliere  are.  as  you  know,  a  number  of 
countries  including  .some  States  in  America 
where  the  testing  of  vehicles  annually  is 
compulsory.  The  accident  record  in  those 
States  in  America  where  testing  is  com¬ 
pulsory  is  some  20  per  cent,  better  than 
in  those  where  it  is  not.  The  Government 
are  (‘onsidering  this  important  question  of 
compulsory  testing  of  brakes  In  connection 
with  the  Koail  Traffic  Bill.”

The  makers  claim  that  it  has  one  special 
advantage  when  used  in  garages.  Where 
petrol  or  paraffin  is  used  for  degreasing  an 
engine  or  chassLs,  the  solvents  are  usually 
washed  off  with  a  water  hose,  into  a  drain. 
Here  they  ri.se  to  the  surface  due  to  their 
insolubility  in  water  and  often  accumulate 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  cause  a  dangerous 


explosion  if  ignited  by  a  cigarette  butt  or 
hot  match.  When  Gunk  is  used  all  oil 
becomes  .soluble  in  water  and  this  hazard 
is  avoided.

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Featured  by  the  freeze 

Did  you  see,  in  the  papers,  what 
happened  on  that  housing 
estate  somewhere  near  Epsom 
when  the  freeze  caught  it?  The  dwel¬ 
lings  were  built  recently,  and  supposed 
to  be  the  last  word  in  modern  effi¬ 
ciency,  particularly  as  regards  the 
heating  arrangements.  No  doubt  they 
were  marvellous  under  normal  condi¬ 
tions  of  temperature,  but  what  the 
architect  apparently  overlooked  was 
that  we  do,-  sometimes,  get  quite 
severe  frosts  in  this  country.  The  re¬ 
sult  was  that  some  of  the  unhappy 
tenants  were  without  water  supplies, 
or  any  heat  at  all,  and  the  least  for¬ 
tunate  were  lacking  both.  All  because 
somebody  worked  on  the  assumption 
that  nothing  could  ever  go  seriously 
wrong;  that  it  would  never  freeze 
quite  as  hard  as  all  that.  And  how 
like  many  designers  of  motor  cars! 
They  do  not  trouble  to  consider  what 
the  vehicle  will  be  like  at  the  end  of 
a  few  years’  service,  and  make  no 
allowance  for  the  fact  that  it  may 
some  day  be  involved  in  a  crash,  even 
if  the  owner  is  a  reasonably  good 
driver.  That  is  the  way  points  are 
missed. 

Too  clever 

A  STORY  now  in  circulation  con¬ 
cerns  a  customer  who  had  just 
bought  a  new  car,  which  was 
the  apple  of  his  eye.  Having  decided 
to  go  out  one  evening,  he  started  the 
engine,  and  then  remembered  that 
there  was  something  he  wanted,  and 
proceeded  to  get  out  of  the  vehicle. 
After  doing  so  he  let  the  door  slam 
and  then  realised  that  he  was  well 
and  truly  sunk,  because  he  had  there¬ 


by  locked  it,  having  left  the  key 
Inside.  All  the  windows  were  closed, 
as  it  happened,  and  there  was  no 
possibility  of  getting  one  even  partly 
down.  But  what  was  still  more  awk¬ 
ward  was  that  the  bonnet,  also,  was 
locked,  so  that  he  was  unable  to  stop 
the  engine  that  was  still  ticking  over 
briskly.  A  frantic  telephone  call  to 
the  local  garagist  elicited  the  grim 
fact  that  the  key  for  this  particular 
model  is  of  special  design,  and  that 
he  had  nothing  about  the  place  likely 
to  fit  the  lock.  By  that  time  the 
owner  was  becoming  frantic.  After  a 
further  interval,  while  well-meaning 
friends  were  making  quite  impractic¬ 
able  suggestions,  the  garagist  arrived 
with  a  key  that  he  thought  might  just 
possibly  fit.  Fortunately  it  did,  but 
that  motor  had  been  running  for  over 
two  hours,  wasting  quite  an  amount 
of  fuel,  while  the  owner  had  missed 
his  evening  run-round.  This  is  a  case 
of  a  designer  having  been  a  trifle  too 
ingenious. 


Petrol  pilfering 

WHEN  rationing  was  on,  car 
owners  had  a  lot  of  trouble 
from  pilferers.  It  was  no  joke 
to  come  to  a  stop  on  the  road  and  find 
the  tank  dry,  owing  to  some  miscreant 
having  syphoned  off  most  of  the  con¬ 
tents.  Thiefproof  filler  caps  appeared 
on  the  market,  and  were  in  some 
demand  while  the  nuisance  lasted. 
Now,  it  seems  to  have  started  again, 
due  no  doubt  to  the  inflated  price  of 
fuel.  What  is  more,  one  hears  of  tank 
milking  not  only  in  the  cities,  where 
you  rather  expect  that  kind  of  thing, 
but  even  in  the  villages,  where  folk  are 
usually  more  honest.  Even  one  of  my 
trade  friends  has  had  some  annoying 
experiences,  and  now  has  a  daily  check 
on  his  service  vehicles  to  make  sure 
their  petrol  has  not  disappeared.  If 
this  continues  the  customers  will  be 
asking  once  more  for  padlocks.

Tyre  Distribution  Policy 

Sir, — Your  correspondent,  “Tomash,” 
made  a  significant  remark  in  his  letter  pub¬ 
lished  in  your  issue  of  January  30,  which 
was  to  the  effect  that  unless  the  manufac¬ 
turers  opened  retail  shops  of  their  own  they 
might  have  to  agree  to  the  dictates  of  the 
tyre  shops.  The  fact  is  that  these  manu¬ 
facturer-distributor  organisations  are 
already  in  existence,  have  been  in  existence 
for  a  long  time  and  are  spreading  their  ten¬ 
tacles  around  all  other  channels  of  distri¬ 
bution. 

No  trader  could  legitimately  object  to 
these  activities  but  for  three  important 
features.  The  operations  are  conducted  in 
secret  under  a  cloak  of  respectability.  They 
aim  to  succeed  partly  by  deception.  They 
condone  and  practise  price-cutting  under 
the  umbrella  of  monopolistic  manufac¬ 
turers’  support. 

In  your  Terse  Talk  of  January  2  you  made 
the  statement  that  price-cutting  can  be  left 
to  tho.se  who  haven’t  yet  learned  that  it 
doesn’t  pay.  Unfortunately,  this  is  not  the 
case,  becau.se  the  purchasing  power  of  the.se 
manufacturer-distributor  organisations  is 
such  that  they  can  afford  to  give  away  the 
usual  trade  discount  and  more  and  still 
make  a  profit. 

They  are  so  powerful  and  control  such  a 
large  section  of  the  tyre  business  already 
that  even  some  manufacturers  who  have  no 
financial  Interest  in  them  cannot  afford  to 
pursue  independent  policies,  and  have  to 
support  them  by  withholding  advantageous 
terms  from  their  competitors  and  by  con¬ 
doning  their  price-cutting  activities  by 
omitting  to  operate  the  price  protection 
machinery  effectively  except  against  the 
small  man  and  Independent  trader.  If  they 
really  wanted  to  do  so  the  manufacturers 
could  put  a  stop  to  wholesale  price-cutting 
tomorrow  by  taking  effective  Independent 
action.  One  hesitates,  of  course,  to  do  this 
against  oneself. 


Motor  dealers  have  no  divine  right  to  the 
tyre  trade  and  they  might  as  well  realise 
that  except  for  the  sale  of  a  few  passenger 
tyres,  it  is  now  out  of  their  hands  and  will 
remain  so  unless  effective  collective  action 
is  taken. 

This  can  be  done,  first  of  all,  by  overhaul¬ 
ing  the  price-protection  machinery.  In  my 
view,  the  best  method  would  be  to  abolish 
the  B.M.T.A.  and  let  each  manufacturer 
enforce  the  price  maintenance  of  his  own 
goods,  should  he  wish  to  do  so.  This  system 
is  Quite  effective  in  the  petrol  trade. 

Secondly,  motor  dealers  w’ho  are  interes¬ 
ted  in  tyre  sales  should  individually  or  col¬ 
lectively  set  up  tyre  .specialist  organisations 
capable  of  competing  with  the  tyre  shops. 
With  the  removal  of  the  B.M.T.A.  bogy,  the 
employment  of  specialist  staff  and  the  sup¬ 
port  of  one  or  two  of  the  leading  manufac¬ 
turers  this  should  not  be  very  difficult.  The 
retail  motor  trade  calls  for  at  least  as  much 
skill  and  business  acumen  as  the  retail  tyre 
trade. 

Above  all,  let  us  realise  who  are  our 
friends  and  who  are  our  enemies.  In  this 
business  there  are  far  too  many  wolves  in 
sheep’s  clothing.  In  the  words  of  Plautus, 
”We  entreat  to  be  allowed  to  snatch  the 
lamb  from  the  wolf,” 

For  obvious  reasons  I  wish  to  be  allowed 
to  sign  myself,

The  writer  has  always  been  very  enthus¬ 
iastic  and  pursued  the  policy  of  giving  every 
encouragement  to  buy  tyres  within  the 
motor  trade  family  and  has  achieved,  I  am 
pleased  to  say,  in  the  past  a  great  degree 
of  success.  It  does  now  seem  to  me  that 
the  elimination  of  the  Service  Dealer  Class 
and  this  free-for-all  drive  by  the  manufac¬ 
turers  under  the  new  terms  completely  can¬ 
cels  out  the  Service  Dealer  Class  and  is  again 
just  another  move  for  the  tyre-shops  to  get 
all  the  trade  business. 

*  *  « 

Very  obviously,  the  average  trader,  always 
assuming  he  has  what  might  be  considered 
quite  a  good  turnover  in  passenger  car  tyres, 
and,  perhaps,  giants,  is  no  longer  in  a 
position  to  be  really  competitive  with  the 
tyre-shops.  He  cannot  supply  other  than 
one  or  two  makes,  unless  another  trader 
does  much  the  same  on  a  domestic  basis,  as 
obviously  he  cannot  hope  to  reach  the 
rebate  figures  that  would  be  remunerative. 

At  the  last  M.A.A.  council  meeting  held 
on  January  28,  at  which  I  was  present  as 
Chairman  of  the  West  Midland  Division 
M.A.A.,  I  made  this  point  as  clear  as  I  could. 
Unless  a  motor  trader’s  turnover  justifies 
his  becoming  a  distributor,  however  loyal 
and  keen  he  may  be  to  buy  within  the 
family  and  however  large  the  amount  of 
effort  he  has  made  with  his  traders,  he  can¬ 
not  be  sufficiently  competitive  to  retain  the 
business  he  has  been  successful  in  achiev¬ 
ing. 

*  *  * 

As  I  see  it,  and  as  you  rightly  .say  in  your 
article,  we  shall  be  back  where  we  were 
before  the  war.  The  retail  trade  as  a  whole 
has,  in  my  opinion,  been  largely  responsible 
and  created  the  establishment  of  their  own 
greatest  competitor,  namely,  the  tyre-shop, 
by  taking  the  line  of  least  resistance  and 
not  supporting  their  own  fellow  traders  or 
buying  direct  from  the  manufacturers. 

If  the  retail  motor  trade  is  going  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  retain  the  tyre  business — and,  aftfer 
all,  who  is  more  entitled  to  it  than  the 
genuine  trader? — why  don’t  the  traders  in 
a  given  area  really  get  together,  form  them¬ 
selves  into  a  separate  company,  let  every 
trader  become  a  shareholder  of  that  com¬ 
pany,  purchase  all  their  supplies  direct  from 
the  manufacturers  and  each  individual 
trader  draw  their  own  supplies  from  their

own  company?  The  latter,  after  all,  would 
be  none  other  than  a  local  traders’  tyre 
company. 

This  was  done  in  a  country  district  before 
the  war  with  very  great  -success,  and  did 
have  the  effect  of  counteracting  and  becom¬ 
ing  really  competitive  with  the  tyre-shops. 

I  know  perfectly  well  this  would  entail 
having  what,  after  all,  need  only  be  a  small 
establishment,  a  minimum  staff  concentrat¬ 
ing  entirely  on  first-class  service.  Each 
trader  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  draw 
the  whole  of  his  supplies  from  that  com¬ 
pany.  He  would  at  least  be  buying  “within 
the  family”  and  would  become  a  really 
serious  competitor  to  the  tyre-shops. 

There  is,  of  course,  one  company  which 
is  loyal  enough  to  the  trade  to  -supply  the 
trade  only.  What  a  magnificent  policy  to 
pursue. 

Unfortunately,  I  am  informed  that  under 
Rule  17  of  the  Tyre  Plan,  group  buying  is 
prohibited  and  in  these  very  competitive 
days  I  fail  to  understand  why  this  should 
be  so.  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  whole 
of  the  tyre  manufacturers  would  refuse  to 
.supply  such  a  company  if  it  were  formed? 

To  sum  up.  I  know  it  would  entail  an 
amount  of  work  among  traders  really  to  get 
the  scheme  operating,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  in  the  very  near  future  it  will  be  all 
too  late.

Trader’s’’  letter  together  with  your  foot¬ 
note  and  Invitation  for  comments  (January 
30  Lssue). 

Don’t  you  feel  that,  especially  at  the 
present  time,  .such  letters  are  detrimental 
to  the  good  relatlon.ship  and  possible  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  conferences  which  are  now 
taking  place  in  Berlin? 

Along  with  many  thousands  more  I,  too, 
like  “Country  Trader”  have  very  vivid 
recollections  of  two  world  wars,  having 
given  10  years  of  my  life  in  the  armed 
services  to  warring  alone.  Even  so,  I  do  not 
permit  my  memory  to  allow  me  to  forget 
that  it  is  almost  nine  years  since  hostilities 
terminated. 

If  people  in  foreign  countries  adopted  the 
same  ideas,  fears  and  prejudices,  where 
would  our  own  export  trade  be  today?  Be 
a.ssured  our  export  trade  to  ex-enemy  coun¬ 
tries  is  of  no  small  percentage,  but  then 
perhaps  “Country  Trader”  is  one-track 
minded — motor-minded. 

Surely  we  are  all  in  business  for  what  we 


can  get  out  of  it,  difficult  as  that  may  at 
times  be,  but  if  “Country  Trader”  is  pray¬ 
ing  for  his  salvation  through  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Exchequer,  either  of  this  Gov¬ 
ernment  or  any  other,  he  is  “barking  up 
the  wrong  tree.” 

I  am  a  firm  believer  in  getting  on  with  the 
Job  no  matter  what  the  circumstances  may 
be. 

There  are  far  too  many  hazards  to  over¬ 
come  with  our  own  manufacturers  and  their 
cars  to  warrant  any  loss  of  sleep  about  sell¬ 
ing  and  servicing  German  cars,  but  “Coun¬ 
try  Trader”  may  sleep  soundly  in  the  full 
knowledge  that  Imports  are  controlled  and 
restricted  and  trade  balances  supervised. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  add  that  I  am  in  no 
way  connected  with  any  ex-enemy  car 
agency.  But  in  the  interests  of  those 
traders  who  are,  let  it  be  known  that  their 
customers  will  receive  service  by  a  high  per¬ 
centage  of  the  level-headed  motor  traders 
throughout  the  country.

The  Road  Loan 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  propo.sal  made  some 
time  ago  to  raise  a  Road  Loan  in  order  to 
provide  funds  for  road  Improvement  and 
reconstruction,  your  contributor  “Transit” 
writes,  “I  will  only  repeat  that  I  cannot  see 
what  objections  can  be  raised  against  it.  If 
there  are  any,  let  them  be  stated,  but  other¬ 
wise  I  shall  continue  to  think  this  the  most 
promising  notion  of  all.” 

I  can  give  him  a  sound  one  for  a  start — 
it  would  be  unethical. 

If  I  remember  aright  the  proposal  was  for 
the  Government  to  spomsor  the  floating  of 
a  loan,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  be 
used  for  road  works.  The  Interest  on  the 
loan  would  be  met  by  the  taxpayers  which 
means  that  car  owners  and  road  transport 
operators,  who  already  pay  enough  in  taxa- 
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tion  each  year  to  do  all  the  road  work  neces¬ 
sary,  would  have  to  pay  an  extra  tax  for 
the  same  purpose.  Is  that  cricket? 

"Transit”  also  appears  to  be  favourably 
disposed  towards  the  toll  road  Idea  as  an 
alternative.  My  objection  applies  here  with 
equal  force.  Why  should  motorists  pay  a 
second  tax  because  the  first  one  has  not 
been  put  to  the  use  for  which  It  was  orig¬ 
inally  imposed? 

It  is  high  time  motorists  dug  their  toes 
in  against  this  continuous  fleecing.  But  Is 
it  any  wonder  that  repeated  requests  to  the 
Government  for  relief  from  excessive  taxa¬ 
tion  on  motoring  should  be  ignored  when 
the  organl-sations  that  are  paid  by  motorists 
to  look  after  their  interests  make  a  proposal 
that,  if  adopted,  would  mean  higher  taxa¬ 
tion  for  them? 

I  believe  "Transit”  is  quite  right  in  his 
contention  that  money  could  be  found  for 
road  modernisation  without  increasing 
taxation  if  the  Government  cut  down  or 
diverted  to  road  work  some  of  the  huge 
sums  now  allocated  to  projects  of  doubtful 
value.

Smallest  Repairers  And  The  M.A.A. 

Sir, — If  I  can  catch  your  eye  again,  I 
should  like  to  say  that  I  am  not  at  all  clear 
as  to  which  part  of  my  complaint,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  absence  of  small  repairers 
from  M.A.A.  section  meetings,  Mr.  Hodson 
takes  exception  (January  30  issue). 

I  gave  factual  experience  of  the  non- 
attendance  and  apparent  disinterest  of  our 
members  in  that  category. 

However,  I  am  delighted  that  it  has 
goaded  at  least  one  of  the  9,800  odd  to  .say 
-something,  and  I  thank  him  for  doing  so. 
Although,  quite  obviously,  I  am  in  no  posi¬ 
tion  to  reply  to  the  particular  accusations, 
one  must  observe  that  such  a  serious  charge 
could  be  made  only  with  the  support  of 
Indisputable  evidence,  and  had  this  been 
fothcoming  at  the  meeting  referred  to,  it 
should  have  received  the  consideration  it 
deserved  regardless  of  the  status  of  the 
trader  concerned.  If  Mr.  Hodson  did  feel 


he  was  not  getting  a  fair  hearing,  what  was 
there  to  prevent  him  from  sending  details 
to  the  B.M.T.A.? 

Personally,  I  find  it  is  only  by  participat¬ 
ing  in  section  activities  that  I  have  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  getting  to  know  fellow  traders. 
One  re.sult  of  this  is  that  I  am  convinced 
there  is  less  price-cutting  and  “.smart  alec” 
methods  in  the  trade  than  rumour  and 
hearsay  would  have  us  believe. 

In  connection  with  Mr.  Hodson’s  other 
grouse  :  I  do  not  quite  follow  what  his  sec¬ 
tion  had  to  do  with  the  appointment  of  the 
referee;  if  nothing  (as  seems  likely)  why  the 
censure?  Merely  to  walk  out  of  a  meeting 
achieves  nothing  at  all. 

If  I  had  attended  a  business  meeting 
which  devoted  time  to  arguing  the  justice 
or  otherwise  of  a  case  which  had  come 
before  and  been  decided  by  an  Engll.sh 
Court,  I  .should  have  expected  the  Chair¬ 
man  to  put  a  stop  to  it  and  move  on  to 
the  next  item  on  the  agenda,  even  if  it  had 
been  “golf,”  because  this  would  at  least 
have  an  objective  bogey.

Factory  Inspection  Of  New  Cars 

Sir, — I  am  at  one  with  our  Mr.  Royston 
(January  30  l.ssue)  and  many  will  realise 
from  my  notes  that  apart  from  being  at  the 
receiving  end  I  have  al.so  been  in  charge  of 
road-test  inspection  and  wrote  very  rude 
comments  on  the  test  records. 

I  had  no  compunction  in  rejecting  cars 
for  what  the  works  were  inclined  to  think 
were  trivial  items  where  I  knew  they  were 
infuriating  to  both  owners  and  dealers  alike. 

I  don’t  claim  this  was  ma.ss  production. 
Though  it  was  a  large  works  it  delivered 
under  100  cars  a  week  only,  but  it  made 
them  throughout — bodies  as  well,  in  most 
cases. 


Nevertheless,  as  the  Speaker  says,  a  prin¬ 
ciple  was  at  stake,  and  it  was  my  job  to 
fight  for  care  at  the  producing  end.  Some 
of  our  faults  were  quite  beyond  any  dealer 
to  correct  and  one  in  particular  cau.sed  the 
entire  precincts  of  the  works  to  be  cluttered 
up  with  rejected  cars.  We  couldn't  cure  the 
fault  ourselves,  so  what  could  a  dealer  do 
irrespective  of  the  cost  consideration? 

It  was  very  serious  for  the  firm,  and 
prancing  people  came  to  see  why  the  deliv¬ 
eries  had  stopped. 

Mr.  Royston  will,  I  imagine,  be  amused 
to  know  that  most  of  the  inspection  de¬ 
partment,  including  my  chief  (who  agreed 
my  actions  and  the  mechanical  standard  I 
set  as  being  a  desirable  and  rea.sonable  one) 
all  got  the  sack.  I  joined  them. 

So,  of  all  your  readers,  I  can  understand 
Mr.  Royston ’s  complaint  in  its  true  perspec¬ 
tive.

I  have  worked  with  these  bureaucrats 
during  the  past  war — most  of  them  very 
plea.sant  and  courteous  people — but  now 
and  again  one  could  not  help  recognising 
that  “itch”  to  control  and  regiment  I  Yes, 
it  is  there  all  the  time  and  Mr.  Clayton- 
Wrlght  has  done  well  to  warn  the  motor 
trade.

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Tractor  risks 

CCIDENTS  with  farm  tractors 
are  not  very  common.  But 
these  machines  do  need  reason¬ 
able  care  in  handling,  as  I  have  re¬ 
marked  from  time  to  time.  That  need 
is  brought  out  in  some  statistics  lately 
published  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  covering  the  years  1949-52 
inclusive. 

They  .show  that.  In  this  period,  80  fatali¬ 
ties  occurred  through  tractors  overturning. 
Another  36  were  caused  by  falls  from  the 
machine,  whiie  29  people  were  killed,  in 
addition,  in  tractor  accidents  of  an  unspeci¬ 
fied  nature.  Machinery  accidents,  exclud¬ 
ing  those  caused  by  electricity  and  falls 
from  vehicles  other  than  tractors,  accounted 
for  over  44  per  cent,  of  the  fatal  casualties 
incurred  during  farming  operations. 

Most  tractor  accidents  are  the  result  of 
careles.sness,  or  errors  of  judgment.  Preven¬ 
tion  rests  mainly  with  users,  and  there  is 
nothing  much  that  the  trade  can  do  about 
it,  except  perhaps  in  one  respect.  That  is 
in  the  provision  of  guards  for  power  take¬ 
offs.  If  not  fitted  with  protective  shields, 
they  can  be  a  constant  .source  of  danger. 

Denationalising  difficulties 

When  a  former  government  Imposed  a 
scheme  of  partial  nationalisation  upon  road 
transport,  they  embarked  upon  an  operation 
of  the  first  magnitude.  That  it  proved  a 
good  deal  more  tricky  than  had  been  expec¬ 
ted  wa.s  hardly  surprising:  many  mistakes 
were  made,  to  say  nothing  of  muddles.  The 
present  Government’s  plan  for  denational¬ 
isation  is  al.so  of  a  major  character,  and 
again  difficulties  were  almost  bound  to 
arise,  in  the  early  stages  at  any  rate.  Indeed 
the  task  was  harder  than  the  previous  one, 
being  in  the  nature  of  unscrambling  the 
eggs. 

Difficulties,  it  is  now  clear,  have  in  fact 
arisen  over  the  di.sposal  of  ex-B.R.S.  vehicles, 
and  complaints  are  rife  amongst  would-be 
buyers.  The  system  of  inviting  tenders  is 
considered  to  be  ill-suited  to  the  needs  of 
the  case,  and  it  seems  likely  that  better 
results  would  be  obtained  if  the  vehicles 
were  auctioned  in  the  usual  commercial 
manner. 


&  TRACTOR  BUSIMESS 

It  is  also  alleged  that  much  of  the  State- 
owned  transport  is  in  very  poor  mechanical 
condition,  and  some  of  the  potential  custo¬ 
mers  are  inclined  to  hold  back,  naturally 
not  wishing  to  be  landed  with  vehicles 
likely  to  need  costly  overhauls,  or  even  to 
become  completely  unserviceable. 

This  is  a  curious  commentary  on  the 
claim,  at  one  time  so  freely  made,  that 
vehicles  would  be  better  maintained  by  the 
State  than  they  would  likely  to  be  in 
private  hands,  and  that  nationall.sation 
would  accordingly  promote  greater  safety  on 
the  roads. 

A  further  grumble  is  that,  when  dealing 
with  owners  of  ex-Government  vehicles, 
local  licensing  authorities  are  putting  un- 
nece.ssary  brakes  upon  enterprise.  But  that, 
it  is  to  be  feared,  is  an  old  story.  To  sum¬ 
marise  the  position,  it  appears  that  the  un¬ 
scrambling  operation  is  not  working  quite 
so  smoothly  as  it  should,  and  that  the  pro¬ 
cedure  is  in  need  of  revision. 

Aluminium  novelty 

Embos.sed  aluminium  is  a  new  material, 
or  more  strictly  a  finish,  that  proml.ses  to 
be  very  u.seful  to  body  builders,  and  for 
that  matter  to  repairers.  It  has  been  devel¬ 
oped  by  the  British  Aluminium  Co.,  Ltd., 
who  are  now  producing  it  in  two  different 
patterns,  which  they  term  light  and  heavy 
stucco.  Members  of  the  trade  can  obtain 
samples,  on  mention  of  this  paper,  by  writ¬ 
ing  to  the  company  at  Norfolk  House,  St.

Compared  with  the  ordinary  bright  .sheet, 
embossed  aluminium  offers  a  number  of 
advantages.  Apart  from  being  more  attrac¬ 
tive  in  appearance,  the  new  finish  is  le.ss 
apt  to  show  scratches  and  dents  than  the 
u.sual  one,  and  is  accordingly  therefore  par¬ 
ticularly  suitable  for  such  items  as  kick- 
plates  and  other  trimmings  liable  to  rough 
treatment. 

It  is  also  said  greatly  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  unpainted  panels,  for  the 
reason  that  it  has  no  tendency  to  show  up 
.slight  inequalities,  as  may  occur  along  a 
line  of  rivets.  For  that  reason,  it  may  save 
the  cost  of  the  painting  that  might  be  desir¬ 
able  if  bright  .sheet  had  been  employed  for 
the  job.

GARAGE  BILL  RECEIPTED  BY  UNKNOWN  MAN 

CUSTOMER  MUST  PAY  AGAIN  SAYS  APPEAL  COURT 


PAID  IN  (  ASH 

N  appeal  by  Bocking  Garage,  Crass 
Road.  Keighley,  from  the  decLsion  of 
Judge  Archibald  at  Keighley  County 
Court  on  December  3  last  that  they  were 
not  entitled  to  recover  from  a  customer 
money  he  had  already  paid  to  a  man  behind 
the  counter  at  the  garage  was  allowed  by 
the  Court  of  Appeal  last  week. 

The  earlier  proceedings  in  this  case  were 
reported  in  "Tlie  G.  and  M.A.”  for  Decem¬ 
ber  12.  On  that  occasion  judgment  was 
given  for  the  defendant,  Eric  Mazurk,  a 
farmer  at  Cullingworth,  near  Bradford,  who 
pleaded  he  had  already  paid  a  bill  for  the 
£131  14s.  lOd.  claimed  from  him  by  Bock¬ 
ing  Garage  in  respect  of  work  done  and 
materials  supplied. 

The  defendant  had  an  account  with 
Bocking  Garage  for  petrol  and  other  things, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  1953  owed  them 
a  sum  which  had  been  agreed  at  the 
amount  claimed. 

On  the  evening  of  January  30,  at  about 
6  p.m.,  the  defendant  alleged  he  was 
driving  past  the  garage  near  its  closing 
time,  and  seeing  a  light  he  stopped  and 
went  in.  There  was  a  man  behind  the 
stores  counter  to  whom  he  handed  the 
£131  14s.  lOd.  in  cash. 

NO  KKCKIPT  BOOK  OK  TILE 

The  man  who  received  the  money  i.wQ 
him  a  nM-eipt  “p.p.  Brn'king  (iarage, 
30  I  .VI,’*  hut  did  not  sign  Ills  name.  It 
was  stated  tlie  man  had  not  been  traced. 

In  giving  judgment  for  the  defendant, 
the  county  covurt  judge  found  that  he  had 
paid  the  money  as  alleged;  that  he  had 
not  forged  the  receipt;  that  the  plaintiffs 
had  been  slack  about  closing  the  garage 
at  the  end  of  the  day;  and  that  in  law 
they  must  be  held  to  have  held  out  the 
unknown  man  as  their  agent  to  receive  the 
money. 

.\llowing  tlie  apiieal  by  B«H-king  Oarage, 
the  Master  of  tiie  Rolls  said  tliat  the  I'ase 


was  extremely  iinrortniiate  for  the  defen¬ 
dant.  Tliere  was  no  question  that  the  de¬ 
fendant  paid  tile  money,  and  that  it  never 
reached  tlie  plaintiffs. 

Tlie  question  was  whether  the  plaintiffs 
by  express  representation  or  by  course  of 
conduct  held  out  the  man  as  authorised  to 
receive  the  money  on  their  behalf.  The 
county  court  judge  had  relied  on  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  plaintiffs  in  not  taking  care 
to  prevent  unauthorised  persons  wandering 
on  the  garage  premises. 

Blit  tlie  evidence  was  that  tlie  man  had 
no  receipt  hook,  and  had  not  even  a  stamp 
to  put  on  Hie  reieipt  form,  and  he  had  no 
till  into  which  to  put  the  money. 

HKFENHANT  A('TKI»  I  NWISKLY 

On  all  the  facts,  summed  up  his  lord.ship, 
no  .such  holding-out  as  was  alleged  could 
be  established  and  the  appeal  must  be 
allowed. 

Agreeing.  Lord  Justice  Denning  .said  that 
the  defendant  had  acted  very  unwisely  in 
paying  an  unauthorised  person,  and  there 
was  no  holding-out  in  law.  Mr.  Justice 
Wynn  Parry  also  agreed. 

(Becau.se  the  judge’s  decision  went 
against  the  Bocking  Garage  when  it  was 
first  heard,  in  Keighley  County  Court,  "The 
G.  and  M.A.”  suggested,  in  our  January  23 
Terse  Talk,  that  all  firms  not  already  doing 
so  would  be  well  advised  to  u.se  on  their  in¬ 
voices  a  form  of  disclaimer  to  protect  them- 
.selves  against  the  unauthorised  acceptance 
of  money  from  customers.  Tlie  necessity 
for  following  the  advice  and  adopting  a 
form  of  wording  such  as  we  suggested  has 
not  been  lessened  by  the  happy  conclusion 
of  the  case  for  the  Bocking  Garage. — Ed.)

BALANCE  WEIGHTS  WARMXt; 

The  Tyre  Manufacturers'  Conference  have 
Lssued  the  following  recommendations  re¬ 
garding  balance  weights  in  car  tyre  removal 
and  Atting: — 

There  is  a  great  danger  of  lead  weights 
being  left  inside  tyres  and  causing  prema¬ 
ture  failures  if  all  balance  weights  of  the 
lead-spring  clip  type  are  not  removed  before 
tyre  changing  takes  place. 

To  avoid  damage  of  this  nature,  it  Ls 
strongly  recommended  that,  when  it  to 
necessary  to  remove  a  tyre  from  a  wheel 
which  has  been  balanced,  the  weights  are 
removed  with  a  suitable  tool  before  the 
tyre  is  deAated  for  the  purpose  of  removal 

The  iMtsitioii  can  he  further  safeguardeil 
If  the  Interior  of  the  tyre  is  thoroughly  in- 
s|>e<-ted  liefore  phu-ing  tlie  tube  in  position 
prior  to  fitting  tlie  cover. 

When  a  cover  is  removed,  the  balance 
of  the  wheel  may  be  disturbed  and.  if 
balancing  facilities  are  available,  it  is  advis¬ 
able  for  the  tyre  and  wheel  to  be  re¬ 
balanced. 

If  balancing  facilities  are  not  available 
however,  the  pasition  occupied  by  balance 
weights  should  be  marked  on  the  cover  and 
the  rim  before  deAation  of  the  tyre,  and 
the  tyre  can  then  be  reAtted. 

When  a  new  cover  is  Atted.  it  .should  be 
Atted  in  accordance  with  the  manufac¬ 
turer’s  instructions  concerning  balance 
marks  on  covers  and  tubes.

NEW  ZEALAND  CAR  IMPORTS 

When  1954  motor  car  import  licences 
were  increased  two  months  ago  it  was  fore- 
ca.st  that  35,000  new  cai  s  would  be  brought 
into  New  Zealand  this  year.  Now  it  is 
thought  that  a  further  extension  of  the 
number  of  cars  to  be  brought  in  under 
licence  will  be  annoimced  later  this  year. 

Car  imports  last  year  totalled  approxi¬ 
mately  21,000.  With  the  prospect  of  more 
generous  treatment  than  that  already  an¬ 
nounced  looming  up  for  importers,  the  1954 
figure  should  approach,  and  possibly  out- 
■strip.  the  1952  record  of  39.183  units. 

Considerable  interest  is  concentrated  on 
no-remittance  licences,  which  are  issued  to 
private  persons  who  own  sterling  funds  or 
hold  securities  abroad.  Of  the  cars  im¬ 
ported  last  year,  approximately  3,000,  or 
roughly  one  in  seven,  came  in  under  no¬ 
remittance  licences. 


MAKES  TANKS  RUST  FREE 

PKTKOL  AIHHTIVH  < 

An  additive  for  petrol  which,  it  is  claimed, 
prevehts  rust  in  tanks  and  fuel  lines,  has 
been  perfected  by  Milton  P.  Kleinholz,  of 
East  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  preventive  is  a  carboxy  acid  made 
by  oxydation  of  mlcro-ci'ystalline  wax,  a 
petroleum  derivative.  When  added  to 
petrol  in  small  amounts  it  inhibits  the 
rusting  of  iron  and  steel  surfaces. 

Rust  is  caused  in  tanks  by  di&solved  moi.s- 
ture  ih  the  i>etrol  itself  and  by  condensa¬ 
tion  as  temperatures  change.  Mr.  Klein¬ 
holz  states  that  his  preventive  has  no 
noticeable  effect  on  other  properties  of 
petrol.

CHECKING  ANTI-FREEZE 

The  cold  weather  has  brought  many 
Inquiries  to  garagists  from  their  customers 
about  the  efficacy  of  anti-freeze  put  into 
the  cooling  system  at  the  beginning  of  the 
winter. 

Of  course,  most  garagists  know  what  to 
say  in  reply,  but  the  following  practical 
advice  might  be  worth  passing  round  among 
those  members  of  the  staff  who  may  not 
have  the  right  answer  ready.  It  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  Smiths  Motor  Accessories,  Ltd., 
Cricklewood  Works.  London,  N.W.2,  in 
response  to  inquiries  which  they  themselves 
have  been  receiving: — 

“Kvaixiration  of  any  of  the  well-known 
anti-freeze  preparations  is  negligible  and. 
provided  tlie  correct  quantity  was  used 
initially,  protection  against  frost  (iisiially 
down  to  S.T  deg.  K,  of  frost)  Is  assured  for 
the  wliole  winter. 

"If.  Iiowever.  a  cooling  system  has  been 
leaking,  even  slightly,  it  is  possible  tliat 
some  anti-freeze  has  been  lost.  It  is  wise, 
therefore,  to  liave  the  percentage  of  anti¬ 
freeze  in  tile  cooling  system  checked.”

1,  1955,  for  existing  pedal  cycles,  motor 
cycles,  public  service  vehicles,  goods  vehicles 
and  trailers,  and  agricultural  implements 
mounted  on  or  towed  by  tractors.  For  all 
other  existing  vehicles  October  1,  1957. 

He  was,  however,  giving  further  con¬ 
sideration  to  these  dates  in  the  light  of  the 
very  numerous  comments  he  had  received.

POLICE  EVIDENCE  REFUTED 

CLEARS  C'llAKiiES  OF 
NEdiLECT  TO  l,OKRV 

Whether  a  defect  in  the  steering  of  a 
lorry  was  due  to  neglect  in  maintenance, 
as  claimed  by  tlie  police,  or  to  a  broken 
centre  bolt  in  the  front  offside  spring  as 
maintained  by  a  Chesterfield  haulage  firm 
and  their  driver,  was  a  question  brought 
up  for  decision  before  the  Bakewell  Magis¬ 
trates  Court  recently. 

After  hearing  the  evidence  brought  for¬ 
ward  on  both  sides,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Court  dismissed  all  the  summonses. 

The  summonses  were  for  driving  a  lorry, 
the  steering  gear  of  which  was  not  main¬ 
tained  in  good  working  order,  and  for  using 
the  lorry  with  an  inefficient  silencer. 

Giving  evidence,  the  police  stated  that 
the  lorry  was  seen  to  reverse  twice  before 
a  right-hand  turn  could  be  made,  and  that 
when  a  steel  rule  was  placed  in  the  silencer 
it  met  no  obstruction. 

They  also  contended  that  the  lorry’s 
exhaust  noise  was  excessive  and  attributed 
the  small  proportion  of  movement  on  the 
right-hand  lock  to  worm  and  peg  wear.  No 
checks  were  made  on  the  axle  beam,  springs 
or  alignment. 

On  the  day  following  the  police  check, 
the  firm’s  transport  manager  arranged  for 
Brocklehurst  Motors.  Ltd.,  of  Chesterfield, 
to  examine  the  lorry.  'The  police  were  in¬ 
formed  of  this  by  telephone,  but  did  not 
attend. 

(  ENTKE  BOLT  SHEARED 

It  was  found  that  the  centre  holt  of  the 
front  offside  siiring  ha«l  sheared  and  allowed 
the  axle  to  move.  The  tyiM*  of  silencer  fitted 
had  no  hallle  plates  and  was  not  defective. 

Director  and  Service  Manager  William 
E.  Shelton,  of  Brocklehurst  Motors,  Ltd., 
said  that  after  the  inspection  a  new  centre 
bolt  was  fitted  to  the  front  off.slde  spring. 
He  found  no  wear  in  the  steering  gear  and 
attributed  the  limited  right-hahd  .steering 
lock  to  the  broken  centre  bolt.  His  evidence 
was  corroborated  by  an  employee,  Sidney 
Smith,  a  service  mechanic. 

The  magistrates  agreed  that  the  cau.se 
of  the  trouble  was  the  sudden  shearing  of 
the  spring  centre  bolt,  which  was  .something 
that  could  not  be  anticipated,  and  there¬ 
fore  there  was  no  negligence.  Had  the  |M>lice 
availed  themselves  of  the  offer  to  attend 
the  examination,  they  would  have  learned 
■of  the  cause  of  the  trouble.

Nobody  found  me  a  likely  recruit  for 
the  class  war,  though  I  have  been  hotly 
criticised  for  listening  to  the  aspira¬ 
tions  of  the  worker  and  trying  to  find 
the  middle  course. 

As  for  the  ranting  pipsqueak  gas¬ 
bags  pouring  out  “clever”  but  windy 
talk  of  Marxist  origin.  I  just  let  them 
deflate  and  still  do.  Mainly,  no  doubt, 
because  I  try  and  think  for  myself. 
Stupid.  I  suppose,  in  an  age  where 
everything  is  done  for  you,  but  I  prefer 
it  that  way.

This  gives  a  rough  idea 
of  the  size  of  the  subject,  so  those  up 
against  some  odd  corrosive  problem 
might  easily  get  guidance.
